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MARKET  REVIEW 

Despite  sharply  rising  raw  and  refined  sugar  prices,  the  demand  for 
sugar  remains  good.     Sales  by  primary  distributors  during  January  and 
February  1974    were  at  a  record  rate,  fell  off  slightly  during  March    but  in 
April  were  higher  than  any  other  April  of  record,  according  to  oreliminary 
r  eports . 

Sales  in  1974  through  May  11  were  reported  as  3,998,000    short  tons, 
raw  value,  compared  with  3,760,000  tons  and  3,704,000    tons,  respec- 
tively, reported  sold  through  May  11  of  1973  and  1972.     However,  at  vear- 
end  1973  there  were  6,000  tons  of  sugar  constructively  delivered,  i.e., 
sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered 
during  the  following  January  and    February.     Constructive  deliveries  totaled 
130,000  tons  in  1972  and  88,000  tons  in  1971.      Therefore,     physical  de- 
liveries through  May  11,  1974,     totaled  4,004,000  tons  compared  with 
3,890,000  tons  and  3,792,000    tons,     respectively,  nhysically  delivered 

through  May  11,  1973,  and  1972. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar    reported  on  hand  by  all  primary 
distributors  as  of  April  27,  1974,  totaled  2,243,000  short  tons,     raw  value, 
according  to  preliminary  reports.     This  was  250,000  tons  less  than  a 
month  earlier    and  588,000  tons  less  than  on  April  30,  1973.  Beet 
processors1  stocks  of  1,168,000  tons  were  down  95,000  tons  from    the  end 
of  March  and  down  145,000  tons  from  the  end  of  April  last    year.     Raw  and 
refined  sugar  stocks  reported  on  hand  by  cane  sugar    refiners  totaled 
7  33,000  tons,  down  113,000  tons  from  a  month  earlier  and  down  309,000 
tons  from  the  end  of  April  last  year. 

Regionally,  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  reported    bv    states     of  des- 
tination totaled  51,494,000  hundredweight  during  Januarv-March  1974.  This 
was  an  increase  of  about  7.0  percent  over  the  same  period  last    year  with 
increases  occurring  in  all  five  of  the  geographical  regions.  Reported 
deliveries  increased  in  the  West  the  most — 17.6      percent      followed  by 
the  South  up  7.1  percent,  the  North  Central  up  6.2  percent,     the  New  England 
up  3.1  percent  and  the  Mid-Atlantic  up  2.3  percent. 

Reported  deliveries  by  states  of  destination    during  January-March 
1974,  as  compared  with  those  months  of  1973,    were  higher  for  39  states, 
lower  for  10  and  about  the  same  for  one.     Increases  of  more  than  100,000 
hundredweight  were  recorded  for  10  states.     Illinois  had  the  largest  in- 
crease— 713,000  hundredweight,  followed  by  California  up  591,000,  Delaware 
up  268,000,  Ohio  up  254,000  and  New  Jersey  up  233,000.     Of  the  10  states 
where  reported  deliveries  declined,  only  Wisconsin    was     down  more  than 
100,000  hundredweight. 

The  daily  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to 
New  York  (No.  10  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange), 
averaged  19.25  cents  per  pound  during    April,  up  from  18.11  cents  during 
March  and  up  from  9.65  cents  during  April  of  last  year.      The  steadily 
rising  trend  that  developed  in  the  raw  sugar  price  quotation    during  April 
has  continued  into  May.     On  April  15  the  quotation    was    at     19.50  cents 
per  pound,     increased  to  19.53  cents  on  April  17,  to  20.10    cents  on 
April  19  and  to  20.50  cents  on  April  22  where  it  remained  through  May  1. 

On  May  2,  the  quotation  was  at  21.00    cents  and  subsequently  rose  25  to 
50  points  on  an  almost  daily  basis  reaching  23.25  cents  per  pound  on  May 
16.     On  May  17,  the  quotation  rose  75  points  to  24.00  cents  per  pound.  On 
May  20  the  quotation  was  at  24.00    cents  and  for  the  period  May  1-20  averaged 
2  2.41  cents  compared,  with  9.98  cents  during  that  period  of  last  year. 
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During  the  period  under  review,  sharply  rising  raw      sugar  prices 
were  reflected  in  correspondingly  sharp    increases  in  the  wholesale  price 
quotations  for  refined  sugar.     Increases  were  announced    by  interested 
sellers  in  all  pricing  regions. 

After  a  series  of  announced  price  increases  in  late  Ar>r±l  and  early 
May  several  cane  sugar  refiners  announced  quoted  prices  of  28.10  cents 
per  pound  for  100-pound  paper  bags  of  refined  sugar — the  basis  pack — 
for  sale  at  wholesale  in  the  Northeast,  Mid-Central,    Western  Ohio- 
Lower  Michigan,  Southeast,  Gulf  and  Chicago-West  regions,  effective 
May  15.     Compared  with  mid-April,  this  amounted  to  an  increase    of  5.40 
cents  per  pound  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  the  Northeast, 
Mid-Central  and  Southeast  regions,  5.80  cents  for  Western  Ohio-Lower 
Michigan  and  5.10  cents  per  pound  for  cane  sugar  selling  in  the  Chicago- 
west  regions.     wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  beet    sugar  selling 
in  the  Chicago-West  region  in  100L-pound  bags  were  increased  6.25  cents 
per  pound  to  27.95  cents  from  April  15  to  May  15  while  similarly  pack- 
aged  cane  and  beet  sugar  were  increased  6.05  cents  and  3.95  cents  per 
pound,  respectively,  in  the  Intermountain  Northwest  and  the  Lower 
Pacific  regions. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar    sold  at 
wholesale  in  100-pound  paper  bags  and  in  bulk  by  regions .  Significant 
variations  of  actual  prices  from  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain 
regions  reflecting  discounts  resulting  from  competitive  conditions.

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined    sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  averaged  22.96  cents  per  pound  in  April    up    from  20.80 
cents  in    March      and  14.42  cents  in  April  of  last  year  for  an  increase 
of  59  percent  during  the  12-month  period. 

Harvest  of  the  1973-74  sugar  crop  in  Florida      has  now  been  com- 
pleted.       Preliminary  reports  indicate  sugar  production  of  819,000  short 
tons,  commercial  weight  basis. 

The  1973-74  crop  production  of  cane  sugar  in  Texas  has  been  completed 
with  production  of  38,000  short  tons,  commercial  weight  basis  of  sugar 
produced,  according  to  preliminary  reports. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar,  f.o.b.  and    stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee 
and  Sugar  Exchange),  averaged  21.77  cents  per  pound  in  April,  up  from  21.27 
cents  in  March  and  9.06  cents  in  April  of  last  year,     an  increase  of  140 
percent  during  the  12-month  period.     Since  April  15  the  World  nrice  has 
remained  strong,  although  there  has  been  some  fluctuation  up  and  down 
from  a  low  of  21.50  cents  per  pound  on  April  23  to  a  high  of  25.25  cents  per  pound 
on  May  9-10.        On  May  20  the  quotation  was  at    23.50     cents     and  averaged 

24.41       cents  during  the  period  May  1-20,  compared  with  9.15  cents  per  pound 
during  that  period  of  last  year.

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  APRIL  25,  1974  The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA) 

today  announced  the  withholding  of  1973-74  crop  Sugar  Act  payments  in  Florida 

pending  an  investigation  of  a  possible  failure  of  some  employers  to  pay  the 
required  minimum  hourly  wage  to  sugarcane  hand  cutters. 

A  Department  of  Labor  review  of  the  piece-rate  system  presently  used  to 
pay  foreign  hand  harvest  sugarcane  cutters  in  Florida  revealed  the  reported 
d  iscrepancies . 

Under  the  Sugar  Act,  wages  earned  for  hand  cutting  piecework  must  equal 
the  $2.15  per  hour  minimum  hourly  wage  rate  established  by  law  for  this  type 
of  work.    The  Department  of  Labor  indicated  that  there  have  been  some  instances 
where  employers  recorded  less  than  the  actual  time  spent  in  the  field  by 
workers.    Under  these  circumstances,  some  workers  might  not  have  received  the 
r  equired  minimum  wages . 

The  Department's  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service  is 
investigating  the  matter. 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  APRIL  30,  19  74      The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA) 
today  announced  a  public  hearing  to  receive  the  views  and  recommendations 
of  interested  persons  on  the  need  for  establishing  proportionate  shares 
for  the  1975  sugarcane  crop  in  the  Texas  Cane  Sugar  Producing  Area.

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  MAY  7,  1974    The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USQA)today 
announced  the  Florida  State  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation  Committee 
is  releasing  1973  crop  Sugar  Act  payments  to  all  Florida  sugarcane  producers 
except  three  employers. 

The  decision  to  release  the  payments  to  all  but  three  employers  was  made 
following  a  hearing  held  May  2  in  Belle  Glade,  Fla.,  officials  said. 

Payments  to  these  employers  are  being  withheld  pending  an  investigation  by 
the  Department's  Office  of  Investigation  of  the  three  employers  identified  In  a 
Labor  Department  survey  as  possibly  violating  minimum  wage  regulations  established  in 
the  Sugar  Act.  The  Florida  State  Committee  requested  the  investigation  and 
asked  that  it  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible. 

On  April  25  USDA  announced  It  was  withholding  all  Sugar  Act  payments  in  Florida 
following  allegations  that  some  employers  failed  to  pay  the  required  minimum  hourly 
wage  to  sugarcane  hand  cutters  from  the  British  West  Indies.  The  Labor  Department 
survey  made  in  November  1973  alleged  that  some  employers  failed  to  pay  piece  rate 
workers  sufficient  wages  to  yield  the  $2.15  minimum  hourly  rate.
